Obf. There's a great deal more juftly faid in 
our Statute Book, and in the Votes and Addrefies 
of both Houles, to jultify the Duke, Roger, both 
as General and Plenipotentiary 5 but before I 
give ycu.an Account of thatytis proper to obferve, 
that the Quarrel of the Lvevch Faétion is not fo 
much with the Duke, as with the Caufe he 
maintain’d. This is evident from their Attacks 
upon our Conftitution, in Defence of which the 
Duke fought as a General, and manag’d as a 
Plenipotentiary. ‘Tis likewife plain from the 
Inclinations which the Fa@tion difcover, to have 
Peace with France at any ratejand the Refleétions 
they belch out againit all our Confederates in 
general, becaule they are unwilling to yield up by 

“reaty what Heaven has given ’em by the Sword. 
So that it is plain thefe Tools wr.te as if they 
were profeffedly in the Intereft of Frgvse, and 
againit that cf their own Country. 

Countrym. We Country Folks perceive that 
plainly enough, Mafter ; for certainly were not 
thefe Too!s in the Intereit of France, they would 
never write at fo {Candalous a Rate. The chief 
Topicks they have infifted on to prove the necef- 
fity of a Peace on our part, are juch as tend to 
eucoccage he French to infift upon unrea- 
fonable Yerms, and to difcourage us from re. 
fuling ’en. What elfe can be tne meaning of 
their publifhing to the World, That our Trea- 
fure is exhanuited, our Commerce entirely 
runed 3 that all our Funds are anticipated, 
and that “tis not poflible for us to carry on 
the War any further. Inttead of treating with 
Sword in Hand, thisis to treat on oar bended 
Knees. and witn a Fetitien in our Mouths, That 
Lewis XIV would be pleated to grant us Peace en 
(uchTerms as he thinks fit: Therefore’twill be no 
Surprizal tome if his Plenipotentiarys at Utrecht 
fisuia (peak in the old prefumptuons and lofty
